Lime and Disinfectants Needed

lime and other disinfectants. These are 
wanted to cover the decaying heaps 
scattered all over the town. 


Water is another of the foremost nec- 


essities, ranking ahead of food, of which 
the city is bare, while candles, kerosene, 
and gasoline are on the list as required 
without delay. 


_, Clothing and household goods are 


asked, and it is announced they must be 
furnished with the least possible delay. 


•As far as communication is concerned, 


Galveston might be 100 miles away, for 
the wires are down, the bridges beyond 
hope of repair, and the only way of 
reaching the city is by boat. 


Robbers Slain br the Soldiers 


A report was current in Houston at 


10 o'clock last night that another colli- 
sion between the troops and the lawless 
element had occurred because of looting, 
and that eight more of the vandals have 
been killed. 


The Dallas Rough Piders, a company 


of the First Texas Cavalry, are unde: 
arms at their armory in Dallas, awaiting 
orders from Gen. Scurry to move to 
Galveston for duty. 


Situation Most Desperate 


Adjutant General Scurry, after having 


personally viewed the situation at Gal- 
veston tonight, telegraphed to Dallas 
relatives and military friends: 


The situation is worse than reported. 


The number of deaths exceeds the most 
conservative estimates." 


General Scurry is enforcing martial 


law in Galveston with state troops. Loot 
ing began yesterday by the lawless 
elament aud extortionate prices by the 
soulless traders. All goods have been 
confiscated and a schedule of prices fixec 
for the public to paj for everything 
used. Book accounts are kept and set

Free-Trade measure at all.

"It is my opinion, based on personal 


information, that 5,000 people have lost 
their li^es here. 
Approximately one- 


third pt the residence, portion of the city 
has been swept away and several thou- 
sand people are homeless and destitute. 
'How many, there is no way of finding 
out. 


"Arrangements are now being made 


to have the women and children Bent to 
Houston and-o'ther places,but the means 
of transportation are limited ."Thousands 


are still to be cared for here. Immedi- 
ate aid is absolutely necessary." 


The larger cities and towns all over 


the 'jountry have jumped into a relief 
movement. Jucesville should do her 
share towards the amelioration of this 
destitution for tho sake of American 
humanity.

of 1897), to secure approved family 
homes with supervision, for homeless 
neglected, or abused or dependent chil 
dreu in any part of the state. 


It is wholly free from sectarian, polit 


ical or race bias, is broadly philanthropi 
and humane, and aims to secure goo 
citizenship and save society and th 
state from the dangers of the homeles 
class. 


Mr. Merrill has just returned frora 


trip through Europe where he has inves 
tigated the condition of homeless an 
orphaned children. He says the syB 
terns over there do cot approach by 
long way the good methods and resuli 
of the Wisconsin society. 


Over 1800 children have been given 


homes in the state, Curing the past year, 
76 of which were adapted in this dis- 
trict. He hae got six children on his 
list now which he expects to plane eoon.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—From 


the formal statement given out today 
it appears that the State department 
is not yet ready to begin direct nego- 
tiations with Li Hung Chang. It does 
not question his credentials as a plen-

Probably this is 
because all of the powers have not yet

starts to avenge the massacres of mis- 
sionaries at Paotingfu-by the Boxers. 


Taku, Sept. 6, yia Shanghai, Sept. 


12.—The expedition to Paotingfu is 
made up as 
follows: 
British—Two 


regiments of cavalry,a battery of horse 
artillery and 300 infantry; 
Italians, 


1,000; 
Japanese, 300; Russians, 300, 


and Americans. 500. 


The latest report in Pekin is that the 


empress is in hiding in the province 
of Shansi and that the Japanese troops 
have gone in pursuit. In the immedi- 
ate neighborhood "of Pekin itself all 
is quiet, the allied troops being en- 
gaged in recruiting their strength after 
their trying march.

How They Conquered the Vas 


Empire of China. 


OOUSTAKTLY ANNOYED BYOHINESE

China's Mild Revenge.

affairs of the world is. a wondorfu 
story of courage, battlefield victories 
dark treachery and indomitable per 
severance, writes John R. Rathon 
In the Chicago Times-Herald. In tin 
middle of the fifteenth century tlic racL 
consisted of three small tribes living 
near the borders of -svbat is now the 
Chinese empire, and only escaping the 
designation of nomads because in the 
•winter months they had some settled 
home. Even in those days they were 
known and feared by the •surroundiu,, 
tribes for their daring, their coutemp 
for death and their willingness to run 
any risk to add to their herds and pos 
sessions. 


Gradually, as they grcvr 'in powei 


and influe'nee, 'they began to absorb 
neighboring peoples, until at the be 
ginning of the sixteenth century the} 
had become the most populous and 
powerful race on the borders of the 
Celestial empire. 


Since their birth as a nation the Chi- 


nese had. harassed them continually 
and border troubles had grown thick 
and fast. 
A century of persecution 


bred^n the hearts of these people such 
a hatred of the Chinese race that they 
gradually began to long for a sweeping 
and terrible revenge. In the year 1601 
the Mantchoos were possessed of a 
standing army composed of hardy 
fighters, and for 13 years after that 
the project of an invasion of China was 
thoroughly Vliscussed and finally ar- 
ranged. 


In 1G1S the forces of the two nation- 


met on the borders, and In what came 
to be known as the "Yang AVah Sui"— 
the battle of the Terrible Blade—the 
Chinese were completely routed. The 
conquerors, crossing the border at its 
northwestern extremity, ravaged the 
towns' and villages of the empire foi 
.hundreds of miles, and in three years 
had secured and held in subjection „ 
section of territory as large as their 
own possessions on the other side of 
the boundary. In 1G19 the Chinese, 
led by Emperor Hwi Nang in person, 
and numbering, it is estimated by the 
chroniclers 
of those 
days, 240,000 


troops, advanced to give battle to the 
Invaders. The fight lasted four days, 
and the Chinese forces were literally 
cut to pieces. The emperor was killed 
and half his army was destroyed. 


Even after this great victory the 


Mantcboos felt their way very cautious- 
ly. They advanced along toward the 
interior slowly and deliberately, cap- 
turing and pacifying district after dis- 
trict and carefully refraining from any 
rapid movement in a country densely 
populated by hostiles. In 1037 a new 
king ascended the throne of China. 
Hundreds of thousands of his subjects 
congregated in the Yang-tse valley for 
a celebration in connection with h!s 
accession. The invaders chose their 
time and swooped down on them, cut- 
ting the dikes of the Yang-tse river 
and spreading death and Desolation 
everywhere. Awed by the calamity and 
the menace of a strange and power- 
ful people in their midst.'great num- 
bers of Chinese came over to the en- 
emy and openly vowed allegiance to 
their conquerors. 
The new emperor 


•was a weakling, with none of the in- 
stincts of a soldier, and, believing that 
the time was ripe for a master stroke, 
the invaders began to push on to Pe- 
king. 


In the year 1G43 they reached the 


walls of the Forbidden City, with every 
foot of the country that lay between 
them and their own native land not 
only under subjection, but enjoying a 
fairly good government. There never 
was any more deliberate or better 
planned conquest in the history of the 
•svgrld. Before the Mantchoos advanced 
from a captured district it bail been 
practically made a part of their own 
nation. 
If they could not accomplish 


this change in one year, they waited 
five. 


In front of Peking the invaders halt- 


ed two months. 
One night traitors 


opened the gates, of the city and for 
24 hours the thoroughfares ran blood. 
The palaces and all vestige of Chinese 
authority were swept away, and'before 
the year was. over China's first Mant- 
choo ruler ascended the throne. 


The dynasty has remained there from 


that day to this. Instead, howfever, of 
stamping its impress on the country or 
bringing with It any changes in the life 
or methods of the Chinese its M.in- 
churian customs have almost complete- 
ly died out, and the Chinese literature, 
religion and habits have thoroughly 
transformed 
the conquerors. 
And, 


more than that, the Chinese have ac- 
tually overrun Manchuria and 
so 


stamped it with the Chinese hallmark 
that the Mantchoo nation, as a nation, 
has been practically wiped off the map. 


• Though China has obtained this mifd 
mannered revenge on the invaders, the 
very great mass of the people have 
never been reconciled to the conquering 
dynasty, and the whole southern and 
southeastern part of the empire, with 
its teeming millions of people, may be 
likened to a smoldering volcano, ready 
at any moment to break out into re- 
bellion and place a Chinese family on 
the throne. In the whole 250 years 
since the Ming dynasty began to rule 
this determination has been'kept stead- 
ily alive. 


The great Tatplng rebellion, in spite 


of all the terrible charges that were 
laid nt the door of the rebels and gen- 


erally believed, was treated by the 
European governments in a manner 
that they are uow beginning to realize 
was entirely wrong. 
England and 


France, failing to sue in it the uprising 
of u great national spirit which could 
never be kept down permanently, sided 
with the Ming dynasty, and it was this 
assistance that saved the throne and 
smothered the rebellion. 
What has 


Europe won. from itV Only the bitter 
hatred and scorn 'of the race that it 
saved and kept in power. For 35 years 
the Mings have dta.lt back dagger 
thrusts and 'insults for every kindness 
showered upon them. 


It is tile general sentiment among 


white .people who have lived among 
the Chinese, and who claim to under- 
stand some little about their motives 
and their ambitions, that China will 
never be In a settled condition until 
this Sling dynasty has been extermi- 
nated/or banished once and for all and 
the old Chinese lino ot emperors seated 
ua the; throne. The great province of 
Specimen is the head and front of the 
Taiping power, a power that is stead- 
ily growing and patiently making for 
its ultimate object—the overthrow of 
the line that usurped the throne 250 
years ago. 


The Chinese who stand for a return 


of the old kings occupy a vast stretch 
of territory covering an area of 00,000 
square miles, with its'northeru bound- 
ary extending 250 miles along the 
Yang-tso and running south in an ir- 
regular breadth of from 300 to 350 
miles. The provinces embraced ia this 
section of the empire contain 
from 


02,000,000 to -1)4.000,000 people, and 
these millions ever keep alive the belief 
that some day they will be able to rise 
again and do away with the Mnntchoo 
dynasty. 


These people are intelligent fatalists; 


they never quarrel with facts. 
And 


their patience is as deep, as the sea. 
They will wait for the 'opportunity, 
and when it comes they will strike. 
Till that time China will never be at 
peace..
